Perhaps  the  most  important  part  of  this  catalogue  is 
Bareford’s  Half  Dime  and  Dime  collection,  all  of  which  are 


pedigreed.  In  fact,  every  lot  in  this  sale  is  pedigreed,  thanks 
to  Bareford's  meticulous  records.  The  appearance  of  the 
1804  Dexter  / Bareford  Dollar  is  most  interesting.  In  this 
catalogue  the  Stack’s  firm  is  under  the  opinion  that  “Mr. 
Dexter  seems  to  have  been  pleased  with  his  purchase”. 

When  this  identical  coin  appeared  in  the  October  17,  2000, 
65m  Anniversary  sale  by  Stack’s,  they  mention  “the  new 
owner,  James  Dexter,  was  highly  suspicious".  Further  on 
they  relate  “he  decided  to  sue  the  Chapman’s”  (the  sellers 
of  the  coin  in  1885).  It  is  because  of  this  litigation  by  Dexter 
that  we  have  written  statements  from  various  officials  at  the 
Mint  which  are  outright  lies.  In  the  Stack’s  2000  catalogue, 
they  mention  “The  Dexter  dollar  is  the  only  one  known  to  have 
been  certified  authentic  by  officials  of  the  United  States  Mint" 
(p.113).  This  however  is  incorrect  information  as  an  earlier 
September  17, 1878,  letter  on  Mint  stationary  written  by 
William  E.  DuBois  (the  probable  creator  of  all  1804  Restrike 
& Electrotype  dollars)  states  basically  the  same  thing  about  a 
different  1804  dollar  then  owned  by  Robert  Coulton  Davis. 
This  1878  letter  is  reprinted  in  the  April  8,  1954,  Davis- 
Graves  catalogue  (p.87)  which  was  issued  by  none  other  than 
Stack's!  A final  note  regarding  the  “D”  counter-stamp  on  this 
dollar;  in  the  October  2000  Stack’s  sale  they  mention 
incorrectly  that  the  1827  overdated  Restrike  Quarter  with  a 
"D"  counter-stamped  on  it  “has  been  claimed  as  proof  that 
Dexter  put  the  letter  on  the  1804  Dollar”.  As  the  discoverer 
of  the  “D”  on  the  1827/3/2  Quarter,  I would  like  to  state  that 
no  such  claim  was  ever  made,  only  that  the  counter-stamp 
would  fit  within  the  proper  time  frame  and  overall  scenario  of 
the  suspicious  and  possessive  Mr.  Dexter.  It  is  quite 
reasonable  to  assume  he  marked  his  two  most  valuable  coins 
for  identification  purposes  should  they  ever  be  stolen.  The 
phrase  used  by  Stack's  in  saying  the  counter-stamped  “D”  on 
the  1804  dollar  is  ‘the  same  diminutive  letter  D”  as  found  on 
Dunham's  HTT's  is  nothing  but  pure  speculation  on  the 
part  of  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  The  idea  of  Dexter  counter-stamping 
rather  worthless  Hard  Times  Tokens  has  little  credibility  in 
light  of  the  high  value  of  his  two  rarest  U.S.  coins. 
Conversersly,  the  idea  of  Dunham  counter-stamping  any 
extremely  rare  U.  S.  coin  seems  to  be  equally  ludicrous.  At 
this  point  in  time,  the  counter-stamps  on  these  coins  have 
not  been  scientifically  examined  and  properly  photographed 
for  comparison.  Only  by  overlaying  accurately  measured 
transparencies  will  the  similarities  or  differences  become 


apparent 50.
